again *nly 325 are actually paying taxes. Vegreville’s 1933' 
tax levy amounted to $ <5,830 of which 98 per cent, was 
levied against real property. Social services cost the town 
$34,000 or nearly 10 per cent, of the total levy. 

But the most striking fact in this little survey of the 
fax Situation in Vegreville is that less than one-eighth of 
the property in the town is carrying the whole tax burden, 
and nearly two-thirds of all the land has been forfeited to 
the municipality for non-payment of taxes in the past. 

Vegreville is an emphatic demonstration of a truth that 
becoming clearer to all—that property , cannot carry 
practically the whole burden of municipal taxation. Either 
senior governments must assume lidministration and cost 
of !\J1 those social services which they insist shall lie sup¬ 
plied or they must make new sources of revenue available 
to the municipalities. The alternative to a remoulding of 
the whole taxation system on a sounder basis is the event¬ 
ual collapse of municipal iinancing.

So frequently Canadian producers have it pointed out 
to them that they are not meeting the needs of the British 
market, that a word of approval is encouraging indeed. 
This gopd word comes in connection-with tttw.shlpmenta of 
poultry to the old country market. The Canadian poultry 
is in demand this year in Britain, after having made more 
or less experimental entry in previous seasons. It has es¬ 
tablished a reputation. 

One of the reasons for approval is because of the good 
grading. Many countries ship their birds miscellaneously 
to the British importers, thus necessitating a great amount 
of trouble in sales. The entire shipment has to be sorted 
out and re-assembled. Under the Canadian system of 
grading however, the dealer has only to open up owe 
grade and make his sales of 100 boxes or more on the bas¬ 
is of that sample. This efficient method of shipping is a 
time saver for the British dealer, who has learned confi¬ 
dence in the Canadian grading through experience, and is 
enabled to give quick service to smaller buyers. 

The mark of the Canadian Government is placed on each, 
box that goes out, and the inspection system for expert 
through the Dominion is under one ptaii. The inspeptors 
are selected by examination conforming with Canadian 
standards. Grading schools are also held for further in¬ 
struction, and a further course of instruction is giyen for 
those who are responsible for the final scrutiny of birds 
before export. \ • / 

Although in-recent years, the price of turkeys has been 
no adequate reward for the trouble of their up-bringing 
and finishing, hot to mention the cost of feed, yet it is ' 
something to know that the Canadian product is establish¬ 
ing itself favorably on the overseas market. It TsTTmpos- 
sible'to predict market trends from season to season and 
although prices are inadequate, it is undoubtedly to Can¬ 
ada's advantage to have established a first class reputation 
on an outside market, in any line of product. A reputa¬ 
tion for an indifferent quality and arrangement of goods 
would be a real detriment, easily resulting in the loss of 
market. <-

“The shadows are passing. Mr. Ful¬ 
lerton does not present an entirely 
bright picture. But it is a true picture 
that will do more to maintain em¬ 
ployee and public morale than any 
number of verbal forays. 

“Fiist, there was a gross revenue 
<if $1,18,00(1,000 last year. In one year,

But once again 
when His host at dinner omitted to hate water brought to wash His tiet lie 
was displeased because it showed a lack oi vonsideiation lor the Comlort of 
a guest. * » 

With Him chivalry for woman> gnn. In Hm d .y w onft it were disregarded 
Social intercourse, us He understood it—the live and joy>*s intercourse of 
men and women—hardly existed until lie came. One time vi.e disciples found 
Him talking with a woman by a w< U. and weiv amazed that He should talir 
with a woman—any woman. The. motherhood ot the Virgin Mary, the devo¬ 
tion of the Magdalen, the ministration of women to llis daily needs, gradu¬ 
ally changed the social situation. Xnd so chivalry began with Him, as did 
all the best pleasures and finer courtesies of society. 

The old distinction between gentlefolk ana tradespeople had its defence 
in the supposition that they who dwelt in castles were alone occupied with 
the graces, the refinements, the dignities, the large responsibilities of so¬ 
ciety; those who lodged over their shops were narrow and sordid persons 
intent only on getting a living. The theory was out of accord with the facts 
and has ever since been contradicted every Christmas by the remembrance 
of Him who was born in a stable and was bred to the labour of His hands. 

That is the difference: they alone are gentlefolk who think gentle thoughis 
and do gentle deeds. So keep the f< ast of Christmas every day, in the 
name of Him in whose honour all the Christmas trees are lighted, tin Man 
of gentleness and consideration . . .
